The three | 
men described the Vencedores movement as a purely leftist movement. which is i 
largely Communist<-inspired and exists for the exclusive welfare of the rank 
and file of the Army. The Uaneheno movement, exists among the officer corps 
which hag affiliations with the Liberal and Socialist Parties, and seeks political 
rather than social reforms. 
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
